Will the French A nnies, J uly 30, 
(B y M ail).— A veritable scandal in 
the G ennan army is revealed in of ­ 
ficial docum ents taken from recent­ 
ly captured prisoners, show ing that 
the occasional 
munition cri.-i-

known to suffer are in part due to 
the m unitions w asted and stolen and 
dem onstrating the seriousness of the 


m e t a l shortag e which Germany is at 
all t i m e s facing . 
In order that not a sing le ounce 
of metal be w asted premiums were 
offered hv the M inister of W ar to the 
soldiers for returning all used eart- 
rides, » hells and hits of metal with 
which battlefields is covered. 
The premiums offered were so at- 
traetive^that 
the soldiers 
hit upon 
the idea ot taking the shells, c a rt­ 
ridg e-, and munitions served them, 
mutilating 
or otherwise 
destroy ing 
them and then returning the broken 
bits a s so much metal picked up in 


the 
trenches 
and 
on 
the 
battle­ 
fields.

A RELIGION IN THE ARMY 


Author, an Ex-soldier, Giv es Some 


Sound and Kindly Adv ice 


to Drafted Boy s. 


By H A P S B U R G L I E B E of tho V i g i ­ 
lantes. 
The writer of this little message to 
y ou boy s has himself been an American 
soldier, and he is v ery prou d of that 
fact. 
He knows army life, and he has 
seen redhot fighting, and he knows the 
way s of officers. 
I will pu t it like this: I will simply 
tell y ou w hat I wou ld do if I were go­ 
ing into the army again. First, I wou ld 
go into it with the rock firm intention 
of whipping Germany . 1 wou ld look at 
the m atter ju st like that. 
Sav e that i 
wou ld certainly not discou nt the im­ 
portance of any body else, I wou ld be­ 
liev e, so far as it were possible, that 
it was u p to me—to me my self—to giv e 
Germany , the earth’s pariah nation, 
tho licking that is going to make ail 
nations safe in a world democracy . 
And the moment I was sworn into 
the serv ice I wou ld resolv e that, u o 
matter whether it su ited me or not, I 
wou ld obey orders v ery strictly and to 
tlie letter. 
That is the magic phrase— 
it is the religion of the arm y —obey or­ 
ders. 
Du ring my time in the army no 
man who liv ed u p to that as his motto 
cou ld go throu gh with a term of en­ 
listment withou t hav ing a chance of 
being made a corporal or a sergeant 
or ev en a sergeant major. 
There are 
few commissioned officers who will 
ov erlook the enlisted man who nev er 
disobey s an order when promotion be­ 
comes necessary . 
And in this war 
men from tile ranks are going to win 
commissions, boy s. 
Remember that! 
Bu t ev ery man of the company , or 
the troop, or the battery , or whatev er 
It ballpens to be, cannot be adv anced, 
y ou say .
